who have had those positions in the 
past are the most active and they ho­ 
stage almost daily the various road 
estate otlices in the city. 
For this 
business is one of the 
hardest 
for 
real estate men to lo o k after. 
In 
the lirst place they nnist he able to 
judge ch aracter “ on the jum p” and 
lie able to pick men and women who 
would he capable ami honest. 
Then 
after selecting the names of appli­ 
cants the agents have to investigate 
their standing and trust worthiness, 
in the selection of the tenants, wid­ 
ows almost have first choice. A good 
widow with children always is re­ 
garded as the best care-taker.

Could get to 
The Front”— Those 


Left 
Behind 
Profited

Vera Cruz, May 2.— (By mail to 
New York)— The 
first 
opportunity 
for all the war correspondents to get 
together on tin* job at one and the 
same time came today . 
Before now 
we’v e worked in relay s. When “ war” 
broke out some correspondents were 
in 
Mex ico City and had to 
come 
down to 
Vera Cruz 
disguised as 
Englishmen. 
They got here too late 
for the battle. 
At the same time 
a large 
number of 
correspondents 
were on the high sea s, on battleships 
and chartered boats and they , too, 
missed the battle. 
There were only 
a few correspondents in Vera Cruz 
at the time of the actual 
fighting. 
But, within the past tew day s, we’v e 
all met here— some 250 of us— and 
today was the first chance that the 
whok- crowd had found a chance to 
work together, en masse. 


It was a terrible sight; we almost 
upset the army routine; we had Gen­ 
eral Funston and his entire staff try ­ 
ing to keep out of our way so that 
they could take care of the fight that 
was impending. 
It was like this: 


Way out in the sandhills, 
eight 
miles from the city , a Mex ican ca p­ 
tain had taken it into liis head, if 
lie could get hold of the water works 
of Vera Cruz, which were within a 
mile of liis line, he 
could control 
VertC CruZ and kill the American in­ 
v aders by thirst. 
To carry out this 
plan, he sent a lieutenant and three 
men, under a flag of truce, to Mai. 
Russell, who had charge of the 350 
marines at the waterwords, with the 
demand that the maj. imediately sur­ 
render the 
waterworks, 
intimating 
that 
something 
would 
be 
doing. 
“ You must surrender in 10 
minutes 
or we will a tta ck!” said the env oy . 


When Russell, ov er the field wire­ 
less, flashed the news of the incid­ 
ent a c ro s s the bleak 
sandhills, to 
General Funs ton’s 
headquarters 
in 
Vera Cruz, there really w as something 
doing. 
But it was among the cor­ 
respondents and not among the o f­ 
ficers and soldiers. In the first place 
none of the 250 of us 
had army 
pa sses, hut only , tickets 
which the 
nav y had giv en us. 
We had to hav e 
army pa sses. 
We rushed up to the 
headquarters in street ears, coaches, 
on foot; we heseiged the building in 
which Funston has his headquarters. 
They wouldn’t let us 
in. 
General 
Funston was busy , they said, getting 
reinforcements out 
to 
the 
water 
works. 


“ Reinforcements!” said an indig­ 
nant war correspondent. 
“ That’s all 
right but what about u s ! ” 
“ There won’t be any 
battle for 
y ou fellows to see, if we don’t get 
somebody out to the waterworks to 
fight.” said the 
lieutenant. 
“ We 
hav e to get reinforcements out there 
first, and tha t’s what the general is 
busy about.” 
Finally , it was arranged that a 
y oung lieutenant named William Bell 
should sign our pa sses, permitting 
us to go to the scene. 
But we could 
not g o into the building; we must 
line up on the sidewalk before a 
door-like window which opened into 
the room where Lieutenant Bell sa t. 
We were dead willing. 
It wa s our 
fault anv how, 
because 
we 
hadn’t 


is* 


arranged for our pa sses earlier. 
We 
stood in line like people at a theater 
box office. 
As soon as a man got 
his pass, lie started for “ the front.” 
“ Starting for the front” consisted 
in finding something to ride on or in. 
One y oung correspondent dashed in­ 
to the middle of the street, dragged a 
Mex ican peon from a burro, bought 
the burro, saddle and 
bridle out­ 
right for 50 pesos and started off 
along the pav ement in entirely tin* 
wrong direction. 
Two v ery plump 
English war correspondents hired a 
coach and ordered the driv er to take 
them to the water works; he took 
them to the edge of the town, got 
stuck in the sand and brought the 
pair hack in the ev ening, a fter they 
had 
ridden 
four 
miles. 
There 
was one party of real war corres­ 
pondents— chaps who hav e been in 
wars from Russia to Montenegro— 


w ho were caught napping, not y et 
hav ing secured 
horses. 
They rode 


011 a street car to the edge of town 
and then started to walk the rest of 
the way in the broiling sun. 
They 
had plenty of ginger and energy and 
the sev en carried huge rev olv ers— 
and ev ery thing was all right about 
their ex pedition, 
ex cept that 
they 
went in the wrong direction. 
They 
started out at noon, saw some fed­ 
erals through a field 
gla ss at 3 
o’clock, at the same hour turned hack 
for Vera Cruz and 
reached the city 
again eager to buy cold-cream for 
sunburns. 
Sev en photographers >eized a hand 
car and pumped themselv es 
fifteen 
miles along the narrow gitage rail­ 
road, fiv e miles 
into 
the 
Mex ican 
lines. A" soon a s they saw Mex ican 
federals 
they 
pumped 
themselv es 
back again and reached the Ameri­ 
can lines ex hausted. 
Nobody could 
find the waterwords, in time to see 
the rumpus. 
True, v ery late in the 
afternoon one war correspondent on 
a mule, who had lost way , wound up, 
by accident at the water works and 
got the story of what had happened, 
first hand, from some of the soldiers 
who had been witnessses of llu* a f- 
fair. 
lie got hack to town about fi 
in the ev ening and dashed madly to 
the cable office, only to learn that 
ev ery corresjKmdeut 
in 
town 
had 
heard the story and put it on 
the 
.cable many hours before. 
It had all 
been a matter of field wireless. Gen­ 
eral Funston, and his staff 
officers, 
had been in constant communication 
with the forces near the waterworks 
and a tew eorerspondents who had 
le < n forced to sta y , broken hearted 
with disappointment at headquarters, 
were handed the story on a 
silv er 
tray , as it were, hours before the war 
correspondents who had “ gone to tlie 
front” could get back and find out 
that there hadn't been a battle and 
that the Mex icans had withdrawn.

with the farmers and fruit growers 
of Indiana whether they 
sav e 
the 
state ten thousand dollars in fruit 
trees this 
spring and 
summer, or 
whether thi> great loss shall go as 
tribute to the San J ose sca le,” said 
('. 11. 
Baldwin, sta te entimologist, 
when 
interv iewed 
today 
by 
the 
United Press. 
“ Thousands of trees 
are dy ing annually in Indiana be­ 
cause of the rav ages of this pest,” 
he said, “ and y et with little ex pense 
the fruit grower can fight it success­ 
fully .” 


Baldwin said that this insect was 
one (»1 the most destructiv e in Indi­ 
ana; that many v arities of trees and 
shrubs were attacked by it, but that 
fruit trees were particularly suscept­ 
ible. 
While sour cherries are near­ 
ly immune, peaches and plums suc­ 
cumb quicker than most others. 


The time to begin on the San J ose 
scale is at once, according to Bald­ 
win 
lie said that in the first ten 
day s of J une ev ery tree a ffected in 
the least should lie giv en a thorough 
spray ing with the summer strength 
of the lime sulphur solution. 
This 
solution consists of 1A gallons of 
lime-sulphur to 5 quarts of water. It 
should be applied with the nozzle giv ­ 
ing a fine mist, and the spray should 
reach from the ground to the tips of 
the smallest branches. 
The commer­ 
cial lime-sulphur product should be 
used to av oid mistakes in mix ing. 


Baldwin >aid that if the fanner 
hadn't ov erlooked his opportunity , he 
would hav e killed the San J ose scale 
during the months when the trees 
are dormant. 
It he had acted then 
he could hav e used a stronger solu­ 
tion, w hich would hav e killed the old­ 
er insect- with the dev eloped scale. 
The summer solution .will 
kill only 
the y oung scale without protection, 
hut the u se of the summer solution 
now will tide the tree ov er to the 
dormant period when the stronger 
solution can be used, he said. 
The 
stronger solution might kill the tree 
it- used now. 


Since tin1 San J ose scale 
is con­ 
tinually hatching out, it would be 
wise to giv e another spray ing be­ 
tween the 10th and 20th of 
J uly . 
This second spray ing also will catch 
t lit* second brood of coddling moth. 


The Sail J ose scale when first horn 
appears like a tiny , y ellow particle 
or like a speck of sulphur. 
It crawls 


a b out. Later it dev elop- a hard shell. 
The scale sucks the juices from the 
tree throught its mouth part, 
or 
“ bill” . To reach the v ital part of the 
tree it crawls down under the scaly 
bark of the tree nex t to the sappy 
structure.
